All  of  our  drivers  have  extensive  training  through  our  Safety  and  Training  group 
and  each  operation  has  1-2  Safety  and  Training  Crew  Instructors  assigned 
permanently  to  the  group  who  assist  with  ongoing  training,  safety  concerns  in 
the  field,  etc.  They  work  alongside  the  drivers  and  can  be  called  on  at  any  time 
for  assistance.  They  also  have  supervisors  who  can  help  coordinate  additional 
personnel  if  needed.  The  Liveability  Services  Division  handles  larger  illegal 
dumping  jobs  with  its  equipment  and  augmented  personnel.  We  have  skiploaders 
for  large  piles  and  heavy  debris.  We  also  have  an  excellent  relationship  with  our 
labor  unions  who  work  jointly  with  management  in  developing  procedures, 
obtaining  feedback  from  membership,  working  through  concerns,  etc.
